The Crist tragedy has n o w p assed 
in t6 histo ry . 
With the b u rial o f the 
two v ictims Satu rday the last chap ­ 
ter o f the affair came to a clo se. On 
ev ery han d sy mp athy is heard fo r 
the Riley family here. 
Bu t they do 
n o t co mp lain ab o u t it. 
While it was 
a sev ere sho ck to them, b y n o mean s 
is there an y disgrace attached to it. 
If the little wo man was determin ed 
o n co mmittin g the awfu l deed, an d it 
p leased her to clo se her earthly ca­ 
reer u n der their ro o f, they do n o t de­ 
sire to say an y thiu g again st it, fo r 
they did lo v e her as o n e o f their 
w ry o wn . 


Mr. Crist retu rn ed to 
his 
ho me 
Satu rday ev en in g. 
He was deep ly 
griev ed an d seemed to su ffer a great 
deal o v er the u n timely en d o f the b o y 
who m he fairly ido lized. 
The Chicago Ex amin er co n tain ed 
the fo llo win g sto ry o f ho w the n ews 
was receiv ed in that city : 
“Mrs Lu cille Crist, a b eau tifu l wo ­ 
man , who fo r ten y ears led a life o f 
ex citin g my stery in fashio n ab le ho ­ 
tels in Chicago , New Yo rk an d the 
ex clu siv e waterin g p laces o f the At­ 
lan tis seab o ard, en ded her career at 
the ho me o f her au n t, Mrs. B. W. 
Riley , in Ru shv ille, In d., b y sho o tin g 
herself in the mo u th with a 3 2-cali­ 
b er p isto l. 
“A few mo men ts b efo re the wo man 
had go n e to b ed where her fo u rteen - 
y ear-o ld so n , Du v all Cran e, a child 
b y her first hu sb an d, lay asleep , an d 
fired three sho ts in to his head, k ill­ 
in g him in stan tly . 
“At the Chicago Beach, Co lo n ial, 
Del Prado an d Ho llan d ho tels the 
ex p lo its an d triu mp hs o f the “little 
b eau ty ,*’ as Mrs. Crist was called, 
were reco u n ted b y the man agemen t, 
an d the p erman en t gu ests, an d fro m 
Ru shv ille came a sto ry that ran b ack 
to 
the time when 
the my sterio u s 
wo man was the wife o f Fran k Cran e, 
a wealthy lu mb erman o f Chicago . 
“Fran k R. Cran e, o f 14 82 Wash­ 
in gto n b o u lev ard, a retired millio n ­ 
aire lu mb erman , said that he had 
n ev er heard o f the wo man an d that it 
mu st hav e b een so me o ther Cran e. 
“Her seco n d 
hu sb an d, who was 
v ario u sly k n o wn as Edward Crist 
an d “Presto ” Crist, has 
v an ished 
fro m p u b lic v iew 
*‘My stery ev en attached to the mo ­ 
tiv e fo r the wo man ’s su icide. By o n e 
it was said that she was desp o n den t 
b ecau se o f 
the dro wn in g 
in San 
Fran cisco Bay o n Jan u ary 14 th last 
o f her mu ch lo v ed b ro ther, Harry 
Su mmers, who was fo rmerly co n ­ 
n ected with the Midway Man u fac­ 
tu rin g Co mp an y . 
By o thers it wTas 
said that within the fo rtn ight Mrs. 
Crist an d her seco n d hu sb an d, who 
was said to he thirty y ears her sen ­ 
io r, had q u arreled an d sep arated. 
“Whatev er the mo tiv e, it is k n o wn 
that she set ab o u t the b u sin ess o f 
death in a b u sin ess-lik e way . 
She 
left fo u r letters addressed to B. W. 
Riley , Mrs. Riley , Mrs. Ru b y Riley 
Dix o n , an d the co ro n er. Dr. Will S. 
Co leman , 
an d fro m 
these it was 
fo u n d that she had dep o sited $275 
in the Ru sh Co u n ty Natio n al Ban k 
to defray the ex p en ses o f the do u b le 
, fu n eral that she held in min d. 
“Mrs. Stan ley Kimb all, wife o f the 
secretary o f 
the 
F. A. Peterso n 
Prin tin g Co mp an y , a residen t o f the 
Del Prado ho tel, said: 
“ ‘I learn ed two week s ago that 
Mrs. Crist had retu rn ed fro m Cali­ 


fo rn ia, an d that she met o n State 
street a man that she had fo rmerly 
k n o wn at the Chicago Beach ho tel, 
an d had wep t while tellin g him o f the 
death o f her b ro ther. I tried to reach 
her after that an d learn ed that she 
had go n e to liv e at the Co lo n ial ho ­ 
tel. 
There I lo st trace o f her.’ 
“At the Co lo n ial ho tel it was stated 
that Mrs. Crist, witho u t her hu sb an d, 
had 
tak en 
ap artmen ts 
there two 
week s ago . 
She was acco mp an ied 
b y her so n , an d to gether they left 
the ho tel a week ago , when she wen t 
to Ru shv ille. 
“At the Ho llan d ho tel it was said 
that Mrs. Crist an d her so n came to 
liv e there ab o u t six y ears ago . She 
was then k n o wn as Mrs. Cran e. 
She 
was a remark ab ly b eau tifu l an d v i­ 
v acio u s wo man , an d the men who 
liv ed at the ho tel p aid her mark ed a t­ 
ten tio n . 
Edward 
Crist, who was 
describ ed as an elderly man , was a 
gu est at the Ho llan d ho tel at that 
time an d was o n e o f her mo st arden t 
admirers. 
He liv ed in fashio n in di­ 
catin g p len tifu l reso u rces. 
“The issu e o f the wo man ’s life at 
the Ho llan d was her marriage to the 
v en erab le 
Mr. Crist. 
After 
their 
marriage they wen t to liv e at the 
Chicago Beach ho tel, an d they re­ 
main ed there fo r three y ears. Du rin g 
that time Mrs. Crist co n tin u ed to b e 
a so cial fav o rite, an d the disp arity 
in ages b etween her an d her hu sb an d 
an d the atten tio n s she receiv ed fro m 
o ther an d y o u n ger men were the o c­ 
casio n o f mu ch en tertain in g go ssip . 
Ab o u t two y ears ago Mrs. Crist 
acco mp an ied her aged hu sb an d to 
Atlan tic City , an d it is rep o rted this 
v isit mark ed the b egin n in g o f the 
misu n derstan din g that is said fin ally 
to hav e resu lted in her sep aratio n 
fro m Mr. Crist.*’

b o u ght their b reak fast they were o u t 
o f fu n ds an d co n clu ded that it wo u ld

When he fo u n d them an d b e­ 
gan to q u estio n them, it dev elo p ed 
that they had cashed a check at the 
Co n ro y restau ran t fo r fiv e do llars, 
which they drew o n the Ru sh Co u n ty 
Natio n al b an k . 
Yo u n g Lu cas filled 
o u t the check an d made it o n his 
father. 
He to ld Co n ro y 
that his 
father liv ed in the so u thern p art o f 
this co u n ty , an d as the n ame was a 
familiar o tle here. Co n ro y did n o t 
hesitate to cash it. 
The b o y s were at the tractio n sta­ 
tio n an d were ready to tak e the two 
o ’clo ck car when Price n ab b ed them. 
They were fairly well dressed an d 
fro m co n v ersatio n with them seem 
to b e o f go o d families. 
The Lu cas 
b o y had a b u ildin g asso ciatio n ho o k 
in his p o ck et which sho wed he had 
o v er $85 o n dep o sit there. 
The b o y s 
first said they were fro m Hamilto n , 
b u t later b ro k e do wn an d gav e their 
co rrect address.

It was k n o wn that he serv ed sev ­ 
eral y ears as a marin e du rin g the 
civ il war, an d when he wo u ld n o t 
ap p ly fo r a p en sio n , it was co n clu ded 
that he was a deserter. 
He left the 
n av y b efo re the clo se o f the war fo r 
so me reaso n o r an o ther, an d this 
stren gthen ed the b elief in the sto ry 
o f desertio n . 
He came to Ru shv ille twen ty -eight 
y ears ago an d so o n married an d set­ 
tled do wn here. 
His p resen t wife is 
liv in g here with their dau ghter, in a 
small ho u se in East Third street. 
When he left an d his wife said she 
did n o t care if he n ev er came b ack , 
their frien ds co u ld n o t fatho m her 
feelin gs in the matter. 
No w it all 
co mes to the su rface. 
It is fo u n d that Bates has an o ther 
wife liv in g in Orlean s, In dian a, who m 
he deserted twen ty -n in e y ears ago . 
He also has children b y the first wife. 
So o n after he left her she receiv ed 
wo rd that he was dead an d married 
again an d has children b y the seco n d 
hu sb an d. 
Imagin e her su rp rise, when a few 
day s ago who 
sho u ld tu rn u p in 
Orlean s b u t her hu sb an d, To m Bates, 
a shado w o f his fo rmer self. 
An d 
all the time she mo u rn ed him as dead. 
It seems almo st in credib le that Bates 
co u ld hav e liv ed in In dian a all this 
time an d his wife at su ch a clo se 
p o in t, an d n either heard o f the o ther, 
b u t su ch is the case. 
The 
Orlean s 
Pro gress-Ex amin er 
p u b lished the fo llo win g sto ry o f the 
affair Thu rsday : 
“Jo hn To m Bates, a residen t o f 
Orlean s twen ty -n in e y ears ago , re­ 
tu rn ed here last Satu rday ev en in g. 
So o n after he left Orlean s wo rd was 
receiv ed that he had died. Sin ce then 
his 
wife, u n der 
the 
p resu mp tio n , 
again 
married, 
an d 
has 
children 
gro wn b y the last marriage as well 
as children b y Bates, her first hu s­ 
b an d. 
J. W. Bates, b ein g a p o p u lar 
p assen ger co n du cto r o n the So u th­ 
ern In dian a railway , is a so n o f To m 
Bates. 
The seco n d hu sb an d left the 
wife sev eral y ears ago an d is re­ 
p o rted to hav e married again . 
“Mr. Bates was in the West fo r 
ab o u t ten y ears o n leav in g Orlean s, 
b u t fo r the p ast twen ty y ears has 
b een a residen t o f Ru shv ille, where 
he has a wife an d o n e child. 
“This is q u ite a co mp licated case 
an d v ery o dd in so me o f its co n n ec­ 
tio n s. 
Bates will b e rememb ered b y 
o u r o lder p eo p le as b ein g a sho e­ 
mak er here thirty o r fo rty y ears ago . 
Altho u gh n early 70 y ears o f age, 
there are sev eral traits ab o u t him 
b y which tho se who k n ew him then 
co u ld easily reco gn ize him. 
“He left fo r Bedfo rd last Tu esday 
to see his so n , Wiley , who was ab o u t 
eight y ears o f age when the father 
left Orlean s. 
Mr. Bates will retu rn 
to Ru shv ille in a few da v s.”

therefore not be allowed to linger in 
the committee room. 
The committee hearings on the pro­ 
posed new bill, which is now ready fo^ 
the consideration of congress, fifled six 
weeks and were, according to Bourke 
Cockran, one of the Democratic mem­ 
bers of the committee, “the most ex­ 
tensive and the fairest that were ever 
held for the purpose of revising the 
tariff.” More than 300 men interested 
In the revision of the tariff appeared 
before the committee. They embraced 
Importers and exporters, manufactur- 
* ers. farm ers and others. 
Included in 
their interests were an exceedingly 
wide variety of businesses. 
Govern­ 
ment experts and other statisticians 
were also called upon to furnish in­ 
formation to the committee. Probably 
the most interesting witness was Mr. 
Carnegie, who had declared in a mag­ 
azine article his belief that the iron 
and steel industry of America no 
longer needed protection. Judge Gary, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
declared that the independent manu­ 
facturers needed high duties to pro­ 
tect them against monopoly of the 
trade. Among the other trades repre­ 
sented at the hearings were the lum­ 
ber, wool, paper, sugar and fruit in­ 
dustries. In practically every case ar­ 
guments for and against the continu­ 
ance of high protective duties were ad­ 
vanced, placing on the members of 
the committee the burden of decision. 
The result of their deliberations has 
been guarded with great care. Despite 
forecasts of the contents of the bill 
alleged to be authoritative, few be­ 
sides its authors know which sched­ 
ules are to remain unchanged, which 
are to be advanced, and which are to 
be lowered. 
Senate Also in Session. 
The senate also convened today, but 
for some time its sessions will not be 
as important as those of the house. 
According to the constitution, the tariff 
bill which is the end and aim of the 
extra session must originate in the 
house and be passed by that body be­ 
fore it goes to the senate for approval. 
After jt^reaches the senate wThat that 
august body does to it in committee 
and in open session becomes of impor­ 
tance and interest. 
The senate has been in continuous 
session since March 4. After the for­ 
mal reading today of the president’s 
proclamation calling the two houses to­ 
gether a committee wras appointed by 
Vice President Sherman to wait on the 
president and inform him that the sen­ 
ate was ready to receive any communi­ 
cation he might be pleased to send.

Farewells to 
numerous friends and relatives are to 
be said, and a visit to Hoboken is con­ 
templated to inspect the party’s quar­ 
ters aboard the steam er and see that 
the outfit of the expedition is safely 
stowed away where it can be quickly 
reached and transshipped at Naples. 
One day of the week will be devoted 
to a family reunion at Sagamore Hill. 
In addition to all this, Mr. Roosevelt 
will spend some time each day, as is 
his habit, in outdoor exercise, and he 
hopes also to have a chance early in 
the week to try out the rifles he will 
use during the hunt on thé target 
range near his home.

New York, March 15.—The-assas­ 
sination of Joseph Petrosino, the New J 
York detective lieutenant, by mem­ 
bers of the lawless Black Hand at Pal­ 
ermo, Italy, takes on added interest 
because of the fact that the Italian 
officer is supposed to have been on a ! 
mission of international importance 
and to have attracted to his operations 
the malice of an element to be found 
in every large 
city in the United 
States. It is pretty generally believed 
that Petrosino’s death was plotted in 
this country, and tile efforts of the 
police generally to run down the men 
who formed the conspiracy so success­ 
fully executed will be watched with in­ 
terest. 
The question has been raised in 
Rome, according to dispatches from 
the Italian capital, as to whether the 
United States is entitled to special sat­ 
isfaction from the Italian government 
on account of the murder of Lieuten­ 
ant Petrosino. 
While the nature of 
the crime was such as to stir the 
hearts of all the people, the officials 
of the Italian government have taken 
occasion to point out that only the dip­ 
lomatic and consular bodies are under 
the special protection of the govern­ 
ment and that only in the event of a 
member of one or the other of these 
bodies being assassinated by an Italian 
In that country could the government 
be held In a measure responsible. Pe­ 
trosino did not come under this head, 
but was in the same category as any

XVII.—The Farm Home

A 
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HE farmer is more important 
than his farm, and the most 
important crop he raises is 
not corn nor bogs, but boys 
and girls. The success of a farmer is 
not measured so much by the money 
he makes as it is by the happiness he 
brings to himself and to his family. 
One of the surest ways of accomplish­ 
ing this end is by making the home 
surroundings attractive. 
There is no place on earth where it 
is easier to have an attractive home 
than on the farm. 
Yet in spite of 
this too many farm homes are located j 
in the middle of a weed patch that I 
goes by the name of garden or are j 
hidden behind such a thick jungle of j 
trees that it is impossible to see in or 
out. 
The first thing to consider is the j 
house itself. It should be situated- on I 
the highest part of the hill on which I 
the farm buildings stand. 
A house 
need not be expensive to be homelike 
and convenient. 
Indeed, the most ex­ 
pensive houses are often the least 
homelike. 
The starting point is the cellar. 
With but little additional expense this 
can be made the full size of the 
house. 
In this case the foundation 
w’alls should extend to the bottom of

the cellar. The first course should be 
of hollow brick, laid end to end, and 
connecting with a tile drain on the 
lowest side. 
In this way seepage 
water w’ill be kept out of the cellar. 
A cement floor is a great advantage 
-and is inexpensive, since the cement 
need not be more than two or three 
inches thick. 
The cellar should be divided into 
about four rooms. Hollow brick make 
good partition walls aud at the same 
time help support the floor. 
One of 
the rooms may be used for vegetables, 
one for fruit, milk and butter, one 
for a laundry and the fourth ce­ 
mented on the inside aud used as a 
cistern. 
If the furnace is used an­ 
other room wrill be necessary, or the 
cistern can be located outside. 
For an ordinary sized family a hun­ 
dred barrel cistern is about the right 
size. A partition of a double layer of 
filter brick, with , gravel and charcoal 
packed betw’een, should extend across 
it. The whaler is drawn out from the 
opposite side of the filter from that to 
w-hicli the pipe from the roof empties. 
In this way the w*ater obtained is pure 
enough for cooking or drinking. 
A 
plentiful supply of soft water is a 
luxury that can be obtained so cheaply 
that no one can afford to do without It. 
Wood Is still the cheapest and most 
satisfactory 
building 
material. 
In 
building the house the twro extremes 
of size should be avoided. 
If the 
house is too small it will be crowded. 
while if too large it costs more and is 
harder to keep clean. 
In arranging the rooms, convenience 
and ease of keeping in order are the 
chief considerations. 
The large and 
solemn 
“spare 
room,” 
which 
was 
opened only on state occasions, has 
largely given way to the bright, cheer­ 
ful living room with its bookcases and 
W’o r k and reading tables, which is 
used every day and evening in the 
year. 
This room, together with the 
dining room, kitchen aud bedroom, 
with a wash and bath room if possi 
blo, will comprise the first story. 
A wash room, with a sink and a 
place for overshoes, coats and hats, 
is a great help In keeping dirt out oi 
the kitchen. 
A bathroom is also a 
great convenience. 
A cupboard in the wall between the 
kitchen and dining room is handy, as 
the dishes can be reached from either 
side. A spring door between the two 
rooms keeps out the flies and at the 
same time opens easily. 
A bedroom 
on the ground floor Is almost a ne­ 
cessity, especially In the case of sick­ 
ness. 
The 
upstairs 
will of course be 
largely devoted to bedrooms, although 
It is often convenient to have one 
small room fixed up for a library. The 
attic makes a good storeroom for seed 
corn. 
Probably the most satisfactory way 


to heat the house is by a furnace. This 
is cheaper and cleaner than stoves. Ii 
the furnace room is made large enough 
to hold a load of cobs and several tons 
of coal the work of fire building will 
be greatly reduced. 
A register in the 
hall upstairs will be enough to take 
the chill off the sleeping rooms. It is 
a good plan to have a furnace pipe run 
to the kitchen, too, and use a gasoline 
or kerosene range for cooking. 
This 
is cheaper, handier and cleaner than a 
cook stove, and the kitchen can be 
kept much cooler In the summer time. 


Most farm homes are very poorly 
lighted. 
A kerosene lamp is dirty, 
smells bad and does not give very 
much light. A gasoline lamp is much 
better. Best of all is the acetylene gas 
system. After this is once installed it 
can be operated cheaply and will fur 
nish an abundant supply of light. 
The water system is another thing ic 
which farmhouses are behind those in 
the city. There is scarcely a house in 
a town of any size but that is provid­ 
ed with water and sewage systems. In 
the country these are the exception 
rather than the rule, yet they can be 
put in at a small cost. 
An air tight tank in the cellar is 
sometimes used to supply the pressure 
for a farm w-ater system, but is rather 
expensive. 
The water can also be 
drawn from the elevated tank at the 
barn, if one is used there, the only dis­ 
advantage in this case being that cis­ 
tern water cannot be used. 
On the 
whole, the most satisfactory plan is to 
have a small galvanized tank in the 
attic. 
A little covering in the coldest 
weather will keep it from freezing, and 
a few minutes work with the cistern 
pump each day will keep it filled. 
By having a heater attached to the 
furnace or to the kitchen stove and 
making the proper connections hot and 
cold water can be supplied to the bath­ 
room, the wash room and anywhere 
else that it is wanted. 
The laundry room downstairs is the 
place where the convenience of such 
a system will be appreciated most. 
In this room the washing machine, 
tubs, wringer and other utensils can 
be kept. An opening in the floor con­ 
nected with the tile drain will carry 
off the waste water, and hot and cold 
wTater from upstairs will be always 
on tap. 
Such a room, together with 
the entire water system, can be fitted 
up for less than $100. 
Another convenience that can be in­ 
stalled at small cost is a sewerage sys­ 
tem. This can be connected with the 
bathtub and sink, and with a small 
additional expense another luxury that 
is seldom found oil the farm, an In­ 
door closet, can be added. 
Drain­ 
pipe 
w*ell cemented at the joints 
should be used in constructing the 
sewer. 
The cheapest form of outlet 
it the “septic tank.” This is a small, 
underground tank divided into four) 
compartments, so arranged that when 
the first of these becomes full it will 
overflow* into the second, and so on. 
The tank should be covered and pro­ 
vided with a ventilator. 
The action 
of bacteria in the septic tank will de­ 
stroy all the solid matter, so that the 
water which flows out the lower end 
will be clear and have no objection­ 
able odor. 
With an occasional clean­ 
ing out such a tank will last forever. 
The house should be provided with 
plenty of porches. These Increase the 
expense somewhat, but also add much 
to the comfort and appearance of the 
house. Vines trained up over them to 
keep out the sun and screens to keep 
out the flies make them still more 
comfortable. 
Nothing adds more to the external 
appearance of the house than, a neat 
lawn of ample size.

“ The Theater 
and 
the 
Modern 
Dance” were discussed at the Main 
Street Christian church by Rev . R. 
W. Abberley 
last nig ht 
before a 
larg e audience in a lecture-sermon, 
and judg ing from the remarks heard 
at the close of the serv ice the sermon 
created a g ood deal of interest and 
discussion. 
The theater, said the speaker, in 
the middle ag es, was the ally of the 
church and the sacred story of holy 
writ was dramatized as today in the 
Passion 
Play 
of 
Oberammerg au. 
But the stag e had deteriorated, said 
the speaker, till it was like the prodi­ 
g al in a fa r country . 
There 
are 
many g ood play s, but most so-called 
popular play s are bad. 
The plot 
consists of a story of 
div orce or 
treachery or breach of the marriag e 
v ows or crime and blood with the 
hero or heroine too often the g uilty 
party without any adequate punish­ 
ment meted out to the criminal. They 
draw big houses, because they cater 
to the v icious in the human heart. 
Ev en our flv e-eent theaters g iv e a 
feast of crime and impurity to the 
boy s and g irls of the town, he said, 
and the officials 
should not allow 
them to run showing sug g estiv e pic­ 
tures. 
i*he adv ertising billboards of 
many theaters are enoug h to eon- 
I denin them. The speaker commended 
j howev er, the 
g ood play , such 
as 
Shakespeare’s 
Hamlet 
and 
Hall 
Caine’s Christian and “ The Sig n of 
the Cross.” 
People 
must at least 
learn to discriminate. 
On 
the subject o f 
the 
modern 
dance, Mr. Abberley said the pro­ 
miscuous dance is condemned in the 
New Testament as rev elry and riot­ 
ing . 
It fosters dandy ism in men and 
is often injurious to the health of 
women. 
The costumes worn in the 
ball room are frequently immodest. 
The modern dance has an immoral 
j tendency . 
Petrarch said long ag o 
' “ The tendency of the dance is to 
| immorality and it is a circle in which 
| the dev il himself mov es.” There are 
many g ood men and pure women that 
I dance, but they are no better there- 
I by . 
The speaker quoted the secre- 
1 tary of the Indianapolis Y. W. C. A. 
as say ing the g reatest menace to the 
morality of y oung g irls in that city 
is the dance halls. The modern dance 
is frequently connected 
with whis­ 
key , and from all reports the liquor 
| habit is not free from the dances of 
| this city . 
1 
Milton speaks of 
“ Midnig ht shout and rev elry , 
Tipsy dance and jollity .” 
The minister adv ised the 
y oung 
people to shun the modem dance and 
seek hig her pleasure in doing g ood 
and noble serv ice.
